N. 3 in the list of 
Nowell-Lambarde manuscripts printed by J. Nichols, Bibliotheca Topographica Britannica (London 1780-95) 1:510-12, at 
the time in the possession of Multon Lambard; n. 10 in the same list is a transcript done from this manuscript by Lambarde 
in 1565 of the abridged Henry of Huntingdon (art.
